of doing any Mifchief: On the contrary, I be- 

lieve they have done a great deal ;. and, probably, 

will yet do much more in this Kingdom. I can- 

not, indeed, refleét, without great indignation, 

that however mean and a the Source 

may appear, yet thefe very Writings are, in reality, 

pg ae Sven of chet malignant Spirit which 
hath lately appeared in fome Parts-of this Nation. 

It is well PP ferved by my Lord Clarendon, That 
ae are not to conclude, when we ft Men of too bafe 
and defpicable Parts to enable them to do any Good, 
that they are therefore incapable of doing any Harm. 
The worft Qualities, fays he, do often fupply the 
weakeft of Men with the Power of making an incre- 
dible Progrefsin Mifchief. "To poifon the Minds of 
Men, as it is the vileft of all Offices, fo it requires only 
the loweft Falents: And as.we fee Nature infutes that 
Venom, which deftroys our Bodies, into the meaneft 
of Reptiles and of Vegetables ; in the fame manner 
hath fhe equipped the moft worthlefs Part of the 
Human Species, with the execrable Power of poi- 
foning our Minds. ; : ; 

Among all the Talents which furnifh out a Poi- 
foner of this kind, the molt mifchievous, and, con- 
fequently, the moft neceflary, is that of Lying. If 
this Charaéter is fo deteftable and dangerous in pri- 
vate Life, how much more fo muft it be in public. 
If a lying Tongue be fo dreadful a Weapon as the 

- wifeft of Men feems to think it is, in what Light 
fhall we fee a lying Pen, which can circulate a Falf- 
hood over the whole Kingdom in a Day, and may 
be faid to be.telling Lies in feveral thoufand different 
Places at one and the fame Time? 

Whoever will be pleafed to refie& a little fe- 
rioufly on the Confequences of this, will, perhaps, 
be induced to think, that a News-Paper is a Mat- 
ter of more Importance than it may at firft Sight 
appear. Books and Pamphlets make their Way 
more flowly into the World, if they ever make it 
at all, The worft of thefe are often buried in Ob- 
livion before they have contracted any Acquain~ 
tance ; and the beft have fometimes very narrow- 
ly efcaped this Fate, and have lived (if 1 may ven- 
ture at the Expreffion) to an extreme old Age, in 
great Obfcurity, and have, in a Manner, become 

‘only known to Pofterity. 

*  Phis is not the Cafe with a News-Paper, which 

“js fure of being fent abroad into the World the 

Moment it is firft produced. True is it, indeed, 
that ks Life is very fhort, no longer, generally, 
than that of the Epbemeron mentioned by Ariffotle ; 
the Duration of which, as its Name imports, is no 


“longer than that of a Day. But the Mifchiels that 


fuch Papers do, and the Lies which, in this fhort 
Time, they fpread, endure often much longer, For 
fcandalous Authors, of all Kinds, may be com- 
pared to anvinfe€tious Corpfe, which fpreads a Con- 
tagion, and doth Execution even after Death. 

To drop the Metaphor, what more expeditious, 
what more pernicious Method of propagating Falf- 
hood can be invented than this? Are not thefe 
Papers fpread regularly at certain fixed Days in the 
Week, through the whole Ifland, where they are 
ferved up to Men as the ordinary Meals of that 
very hungry Paffion Curiofity, which is known to 
fwallow down any Kind of Food with the moft 
voracious Indifference ? 

And here give me leave to make one Obferva- 
tion, which, however refined it may appear, is, I 
am perfuaded, moft ftriftly true, That thefe Papers 
are, of all Writings, the beft calculated to do Mif- 
chief ; becaufe, as the Generality of Readers con- 
fider them only as the Relaters of mere Matters of 
Fa@, they are apt to give almoft on ispiicit Faith 
to what they read. The Mind is, as it were, put 
upon its Guard againft the Impreffions. of Argu- 
ment or Ridicule. But an Author (if we mutt 
debafe the Name by fo applying it) who profeffes 
only to tell you the Occurrences which happen 
from fuch a Day to fuch a Day, is fure to be read 
without any Diffidence or Caution. And we no 
more doubt bim, when he affures us, that

than when he tells us, in the fame:Paper, That feven

In the preceding Paragraph it is moft plain, there 
is neither Truth, nor Wit, and yet I am convinc- 
ed, it hath pafled for both with great Numbers. 
What can he the Reafon of , this, but that ready 
Affent, which, as I have faid, we are too apt to 
afford to thefe diurnal Hiftorians, who profefs only 
to inform us of Matters of Fact, and whofe Works 
we difdain to read with any Spirit of Criticifm ? 
Tf fuch a Paragraph fhould oceur.in an Author who 
pretended to reafoning, we fhould expect a very 
ftrong Proof of fo bold an Affertion, If we were 
to read the like in Writings where we hoped to find 
either Wit or Humour, we fhould reject it with 
the utmoft Scorn and Contempt: Whereas, in the 
hafty and curfory reading of thefe Papers, every 
Article goes down alike, and the Wit and the 
Truth are taken for granted, 

Without tranfcribing any more Ribbaldry from 
the worft News-Paper that I believe was ever pub- 
lifhed, .muft not this Writer himfelf, if he has even 
Common Senfe, rely entirely on fuch a crcdulous, 
unexamining Difpofition, as I have juft mentioned 
in his Readers ; or would he have fo often rung the 

"Changes, for thefe feveral Months paft, on Cape 
Breton ? One Day, telling us how ufeful this Place 
“is to the Fifhing ‘Trade. Again, that it is all, or, 
at leaft, the moft valuable Acquifition which we 
have acquired by the War, And then, charging 
the Miniftry with having made a Prefent of this im- 
portant Fortrels to France. Now can there be « 
Man f> w.ak, or fo ignorant, as not to be able, 
on the leaft Reflection, to.anfwer all thefe Clamours 
and Inveétives? Who doth not fee that the Quef. 
tion is not whether Cape Breton'be, or be not o¢ 
Importance ; but whether it be of greater Impor_ 
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tance to us than the Terms upon which we are to 
furrender it? And if we can, in oyr prefent Situa- 
tion, conclude a Peace on no other Footing, whe- 
ther it be more our Intereft to reftore this Fortrefs, 
than to continue a War for its Prefervation? A 
War which we can never hope to put any End to 


on any other Terms, without reducing France to 


the loweft Extremity. 

And if this Ifland be almoft our whole Acquifi- 
tion, is it not, on that very Account, the more 
reafonable that we fhould furrender it, when France, 
at the fame Time, agrees to reftore her numerous 
and extenfive Conquelts ? 

Can then a Miniftry be, with Fairnefs and Pro- 
priety, faid to make a Prefent of that which is 
thus bartered for almoft as good a Confideration, as 
was obtained by that long, expentive, and fuccefs- 
ful War, which-was carried on during the greateft 
Part of the Reign of the late Queen Anne; and 
in order to obtain a Peace, which no Nation ever 
more wanted, more defired, or hath, indeed, more 
Joudly called out for. 

But I am here led, unawares, into arguing with 
a Writer, who is, indeed, more worthy of the Lath 
which your New Journeyman, Mr. Morgan Scrub, 
hath begun to lay upon him, than of any ferious 
Anfwer from the Pen of a Reafoner, e 

And yet however contemptible the Abilities of 
this News-writer appear to be, I am very fenfible 
that the Effeéts of his Writing do, by no Means, 
deferve our Contempt. Too fpread Libels three 
Times a Week over the whole Ifand, reprefenting 
the Minifiry as a Set of Perfons who are Enemies 
to the Public, and who ate engaged in a Confpiracy 
to betray the Intereft of their Country; aad, in- 
deed, their Country itfelf, into the Hands of its 
Enemies, muft produce, in Time, very mifchie- 
vous Confequences. There is nothing, it is true, 
fo abfurd, fo nonfenfical, and fo gl. ringly falfe, as 
this Suppofition. It is, indeed, as clear as the Sun, 
that we never had a more extenfive Adminiftration 
than at prefent. That in the Circle of this Ad- 
miniftration are contained Men of the moft known 
Abilities, of the longeft Experience in Bufinefs, of 
the largeft Property, and of the moft confirined In- 
tegrity that are to be found in the whole Kingdom. 
I might add, what I firmly believe, that the Ho- 
nourable Gentleman, who is generally fuppos’d to 
have the Lead. as he is known to poflefs the molt fo- 
lid Parts, and moft thorough Exp rience in publ¢ 
Affairs, fo he is one of the beft and worthieft Men 
in this Nation. 

And yet whoever knows the Nature of Man- 
kind muft know, that even fuch Chara@ters are not 
entirely Proof againft Slander, much lefs againft a 
conflant Repetition of the fame Slanders, Sri/licidi# 
cafus lapidem cavat, fays the Poet. In the fame 
Manner will the almoft daily Repetition of Abule 
make fome Impreflion on the leaft credulous Ear, 
for a Man may hear, as well as tcll a Lie, ‘till he 
believes it. 

Go on, therefore, Sir, in the noble Task you 
have undertaken, and apply the oniy Remedy which 
can be, I think, applied to this Evil: By ridiculing 
and expofing thefe Scribblers, "rill every Man of 
Common Senfe, or Common Honeft,, fhill ve a- 
fhamed to own he seads their Writings, which ae, 
upon all Accounts, a D.fgrace ta the Age.

We are aftonifhed here at being told 
by Letters from divers Parts of the Empire, that any 
Sort of Credit has been given to a Report fpread fome 
‘Time ago, as if the Journey of Count Sinfheim to this 
Court had for its Objeét the Secularization of certain Bi- 
fhopricks in Germany, and their Re union with Bavaria. 
"Their Imperial Majefties have declared fo folemnly for 
the Maintenance of the Rights Ecclefiaflical and ‘T'empo- 
ral, of the Princes and States of the Empire, that every 
one may be affured they could not, without the utmott 
Repugnance, lien to any Propofitionsof a contrary Na- 
ture, It is well known, particularly in what Terms the 
K mprefs-Queen explained herfelf upon that Subject in the 
Year 1744. ib. 

A few Days ago two grand Conferences were held at 
Court, in which the Means of rendering the Project of a 
New Barrier for the States General practicable, were de- 
liberated upon. According to this Project, the faid Bare 
rier is to confill of the Town of Dendermonde, the Cita- 
del of Antwerp, the City of Mechlin, and the Territory 
that extends from thence along the Dyle, the Lack, and 
the Old Demer to Maetftricht, terminating at the Maefe. 
"lhis Barrier will be nearer home, more eafily defended, 
and is of much lefs F.xtent than that which their High 
Mightinefles have lately lott. And if all the Towns that 
are capable of it along the Dyle and Demer are fortified, 
the defenfible Places will be much thicker than thofe of 
the former Line : To which we may add the Advantage 
of a River along the Line, which traveries Brabant from 
Katt to Weft. But then, on the other hand, this Barrier 
will cover the United Provinces only, and not the Auftrian 
Netherlands, which will be then left entirely for the Pof- 
feffor to protect againit the fudden Enterprizes of France, 
ea Danger that was guarded againft by the Old Barrier : 
And how long thofe Provinces will be thus defended, if 
the ambitious Fit fhould again rage at Veriailles, it is 
eafy to forefee. ib. 

It would certainly be moft fecure, to let the Dutch 
have both their Old Barrier again and the New one now 
projc&ted : But againft fuch a Propofition as this, which 
agrees pretty nearly with what was once concerted in the 
Reign of Queen Anne, very tlrong Objeétions would be 
tlarted. ‘The Expence of garrifoning fuch a double Row 
of Towns, in a Manner fufficient to anfwer the Purpofe 
intended, would perhaps be greater than their High 
Mightinefles would be willing to take upon them, unlefs 
fuch Ceflions of Territory were alfo made to them, as 
would render the Remainder of very little Value : And 
that this Court would confent to have her Territories fo 
clofely pared on both Sides in the Netherlands, at the 
fame Time that her Italian Dominions are parcelled out 
in a Manner which fhe already thinks unmerciful, is 
fearcely to be expeéted. In a word, it is very probable 
that the settling of this Barrier will be one of the mott 
knotty Points in the whole Bufinefs of the Accommo- 
dation. ib.
